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THE gain in hardware business throughout the year 
1913, as reflected in the tabulated report gathered by 
the First National Bank of Boston, is 


Hardware ar ae : 
Holds a_ ‘ated as “fair.” It shows furniture, 
Middle jewelry and clothing to have made “no 
Position change” during 1913 as compared with 


1914 while the hardware trade displays a gain of 2 
per cent. The business of builders and of lumber deal- 
ers lost 10 per cent. Automobile lines made the largest 
gain of any, the increase being 20 per cent. 

The estimates and opinions of a number of lead- 
ing business men in each of a score of industries and 
commercial lines were obtained for this report. While 
it is not considered final in accuracy, the bank an- 
nounces that it is a most positive indication that there 
has not been the slump occasionally alleged. 

Aside from bond dealers, builders and lumbermen, 
there has been no backward trend at all throughout 
the year. In some lines such as groceries, which 
gained 5 per cent and shoes, which advanced Io per 
cent in business over the previous year, there is plenty 
of ground for tangible optimism. The latter lines 
are goods which in a degree key the purchasing abil- 
ity of large masses of customers. 

In a comparison of these two latter lines during the 
past two years, hardware makes a practically equal 
showing. During 1912, for instance, the hardware 
business increase was placed at 121% to 15 per cent 
while. groceries and shoes each stood at Io per cent 
increase. Therefore, across this two-year period hard- 
ware has held its own, while surpassing furniture by 
about 5 per cent and jewelry by about Io per cent. 

According-to these percentages, the hardware trade 
takes a middle ground—a balanced, conservative posi- 
tion—in the volume of business figures for 1912-1913. 








PromPT action in the repeal of the Kahn act, which 
gives protection to foreign patent rights and copy- 
rights shown by foreign exhibitors dur- 
Quick Repeal ing the Panama-Pacific exposition, will 
forthe relieve the justifiable fears of numerous 
Kahn Act : 
manufacturers. The act as passed in- 
cluded more than was generally known both among 
congressmen who voted for it and by President Wil- 
son who signed it, for some unknown reason, with- 
out taking his usual precaution of referring it to the 
department most interested. Commissioner Ewing, it 
is well understood, knew of the dangerous character 
of the bill, and would have recommended the presi- 
dent’s veto. 
Patents and copyrights shown by foreign exhibitors 
are given protection by the Kahn act during the ex- 


position and for three years thereafter. For infringe- 
ments of the foreign rights, severe penalties are pro- 
vided. Now, as foreign patents are granted indis- 
criminately on any article, American manufacturers, 
particularly of common articles and devices not pat- 
entable under the American law, see possibilities of 
their prosecution as infringers of foreign patents on 
the same articles. Unless the Kahn act is changed 
in this respect, there will undoubtedly be a determined 
carrying out on the part of manufacturers of the 
threat they are making to boycott the exposition. 

Fortunately, the injurious features of the bill are 
now generally recognized and all reports from Wash- 
ington are that a repeal of the bill will be effected, 
and it will deal merely with copyrights and not cover 
the subject of patents. During previous American 
expositions, French lace designers suffered through 
having their original designs copied and sold in com- 
petition with their products in this country. To stop 
this in connection with the Panama-Pacific exposi- 
tion, Ambassador Jusserand requested a bill protect- 
ing foreign copyrights. 

Through one of those strange blunders which some- 
times creep into the process of lawmaking, the Kahn 
act included patents in addition to copyrights. Sec- 
retary of the Interior Lane admits the injustice of 
this and the manufacturers who have 
stormed at the wrong that will be wrought by the bill

Other year has a record which is a surprise 
Countries. - P ‘peas 
to those who have had fears that “busi- 

ness is slow.” Not only did the exporters of the 


United States hold their own and keep the amount 
of shipments equal to the year before; in a majority 
of items they beat all the records of previous years. 

An analysis of the monthly export of the principal 
articles of domestic merchandise from the United 
States, as supplied by the Philadelphia Commercial 
Museum, striking a comparison between the months 
of September in 1913 and in 1912, has just been pub- 
lished. 

In builders’ hardware was a substantial increase. 
We sold $110,807 in September, 1912, and increased 
this in 1913 to $125,678. In hinges and other hard- 
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ware the 1913 figure is $396,298 as against $321,815 
in 1912. 

When it comes to enameled iron and steel wire, the 
increase in export business is more than 25 per cent; 
that is, from $75,496 to $102,069. Axes, saws, shov- 
els and spades all made increases. 

On the face of these figures, and certainly in ref- 
erence to these particular lines, there is full justifica- 
tion for the assertion that business is doing well and 
that the whole trend is normal and healthy. 

Official statements take the following view show- 
ing that the past year was a record breaker in general 
foreign trade: 

“The value of the agricultural exports of domestic 
production in the fiscal year 1913 was $1,123,021,469, 
an amount which has not before been equaled. The 
re-exports, otherwise called the exports of foreign 
agricultural products, are estimated at $12,000,000. 
The so-called balance of trade in agricultural products 
is in favor of the exports of domestic farm products 
by $296,000,000.” 

The exports of hardware merchandise, apparently, 
kept in step with other products, measured the same 
kind of an advance. 








Scarcity of capital, an international dearth of money, 
is getting attention from a number of economists and 
observers who point to a widespread 


Causes of waste of capital for war and armaments 
oe during the past fifteen years. And while 
Scarcity. 


some of these commentators look back- 
ward and see in the terrifically enormous expense bills 
of war an explanation of why money is scarce, still 
others are emphasizing the fact that Uncle Sam will 
be compelled to meet a staggering expense account if 
in the future this country should embark on a war 
with Mexico. 

As an initial cost for the first six months campaign in 
the land of our neighbor to the south, three hundred 
fifty million dollars would be the minimum figure, ac- 
cording to B. H. Canfield of the Newspaper Enter- 
prise Association, a special student of this particular 
situation, who has talked with army officers, read doc- 
uments, and made the personal visits that constitute 
him an authority. 

Assuming that after six months time the Mexican 
armies were beaten into submission, it would be neces- 
sary to then keep a standing army of occupation for 
at least six months, which would add one hundred 
million dollars more to the war bill. 

The total moneys which would be set down upon the 
debit side of the ledger of the United States at the end 
of the first year of such a war is computed conserva- 
tively at more than four hundred fifty million dollars, 
not to mention the loss which might be added to this 
if the economic value were appraised of the 250,000 
men whose lives would be destroyed through bullets 
and disease. 

Mexico, as a nation, it is computed, would suffer a 
money loss without a doubt surpassing that of the 
United States. And if Mexico were subdued in one 


year, the garrisons of an army of occupation, keeping 
lines of communication open, quelling the depredations 
of bandits and marauders who always follow a war 
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period, would mean another sum of two hundred fifty 
million dollars. Our war expense account then in two 
years would have run close to three quarters of a bil- 
lion dollars. The combined cost to the two nations 
which would be saddled in the form of taxes upon busi- 
ness is figured at close to one and one half billion 
dollars. 

Viewing such possibilities as these on our own na- 
tional border, Mr. Canfield suggests that if it is a 
question of protecting the property of American own- 
ers in Mexico, it would be much cheaper than going to 
war to outrightly pay American property owners the 
full value of all they might ask for their holdings and 
let it go at that! 

As a matter of patriotism, intervention in Mexico 
is open to debate. On the basis of a wise business 
venture which will yield profits, it does not stand 
analysis. 

It is the enormous cash outlay involved in war that 

has led European observers to the conclusion that the 
present world wide scarcity of capital is due in part to 
wastes of war. A writer in the London Economist 
says: 
“There is nothing strange or surprising in the dearth 
of money if we think how things have gone in the world 
since 1899. Thus the Boer war must have cost alto- 
gether about 250,000,000 pounds sterling; the Russo- 
Japanese war about 400,000,000 ; the Turco-Italian war 
so far about 40,000,000; the Morocco war and in- 
creased armaments to France, 50,000,000; the German 
levy for armaments, 50,000,000; Russia and Austrian 
mobilization with increased armaments, 60,000,000. 

“Finally we may put down the cost of the Balkan 
war as 50,000,000 to Turkey, to Bulgaria, 30,000,000 ; 
to Servia, 30,000,000; to Greece, 30,000,000, and to 
Roumania, 12,000,000; a grand total of roughly 
1,000,000,000 pounds. If men of business will go over 
these items they will understand the dearth of capital.”

But when he rode home, he rode on an 
advertised suburban railroad line and arriving at his 
room, he took from his head a Knapp-Felt hat, re- 
moved a Hart, Shaffner & Marx suit of clothes, and 
a pair of Regal shoes. Porosknit underwear and 
Holeproof socks were then taken off and after 
slipping into pajamas, he wound a Big Ben alarm 
clock and lay down upon an Ostermoor mattress. 

He does not believe in advertising. But he eats, 
wears and sleeps with advertised articles all the time. 
In other words, advertising hits him “right where he 
lives,” and the printer’s ink of a hundred and one ad- 
vertisers have so influenced his mind and his habits 
of life that when he buys things for his own use, all 
unconsciously, not having the slightest notion himself 
that he is doing so, he tells the salesmen in stores that 
he wants certain advertised brands of articles. 

Advertising is an art which educates masses of peo- 











ple into buying habits or attitudes of good will. Masses 
of people answer to a call only when they hear it 
often and distinctly. 

To bring thousands of products before the prospec- 
tive customer in a strong way and every week or 
every day requires broad knowledge of human condi- 
tions, keen perception of human motives, and will- 
ingness to spend the money that will reach the crowds 
of prospective customers through operating on those 
conditions and those motives. 

These are factors which combine to make advertis- 
ing a billion dollar business in the United States. 

As a powerful business force, there is no doubt any- 
where but that advertising stands in the very fore- 
front. Many years ago a writer of doggerel said: 

A drop of printer’s ink 

Will make a million think, 
and that hard headed business men believe this old 
classic rhyme to-day is seen in the fact that these hard 
headed business men gather around the table as mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors and deliberately vote 
appropriations of tens of thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, all to be spent for the printer's 
ink which is to make the millions think—and buy. 

Thus far we have not heard conclusively the exact 
total of money that is spent for advertising in the 
United States yearly. We have seen totals that range 
all the way from one billion to three billion dollars. 
And we have no doubt whatever that advertising is 
one of the billion dollar businesses of this country.

TRACTOR TRUCK. 

A four-five-ton tractor truck has been placed on the 
market by Merchant & Evans Company, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. After continuous use now for more than 
six months, it is claimed that the truck is “best for 
city streets.” Rated as a four-ton vehicle, it carries 
8,000 pounds though it is claimed to be strong enough 
for 10,000 pounds. 

It has an arrangement of the motor, clutch, trans- 
mission and jackshaft, as a unit on a dead front axle, 
so that axle, wheels, engine, transthission, jackshaft, 
etc., turn with the front wheels up to a go-degree 
angle, right and left. The unit is compact and is 
turned bodily by means of the steering wheel, through 
bevel gears, which rotate a worm that engages the cir- 
cumference of a large worm wheel attached to the for- 
ward part of the main frame and, of course, concentric 
with the pivot. It turns completely around in a 9- 
foot radius. It has a 6x12-foot steel body and a 9-foot 
wheel base.

A TRAPPING DISPLAY. 





In the window display reproduced below the domin- 
ating spirit gets “back to nature.” Out-of-door life 
as it appeals to the trapper is shown with a vivid real- 
ity. The window display was arranged by Henry L. 
Taube of Kidney & Ryan, Geneseo, Illinois. 

In a display of this kind the one essential is to make 
it realistic. To make it a success every minute detail 
must be given particular attention in order that the 
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muskrat peering into the water. An old discarded row 
boat was secured and cut down to fit the window, and 
on it was painted the word “Victor,” relative to the 
Victor Trap. A large doll, clad in boys’ clothes and 
rubber boots with traps swung over his shoulders, is 
stepping out of the boat onto a large log which is 
laid across stream. Two oars, a twenty-two caliber 
repeating rifle, a rifle case and a hunting hatchet were 
placed in the boat and traps were placed in the bow 
of the boat. A coating of ordinary stove polish was

trapper’s attention, for the appeal is directed toward 
the trapper, will be caught and held. 

A passer-by would undoubtedly feel that he was 
out in the “big wilds” if he would step up to this 
window and study it for a few moments with all 
objects on the street to the right and left of him 
obscured from his view. In a word, it is realistic and 
a fine example of a window display that serves its 
purpose. 

The: background and wall are composed of oak 
branches. The base is covered with polished zinc to 
represent water, while sand and leaves are used for 
the river bank.

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SPRING SASH BALANCE PATENTED AND 
ASSIGNED. 





George J. MacLaughlin and Jay L. Willard, Roch- 
ester, New York, have secured United States Patent 
No. 1,082,034 for a spring sash balance, 
which they have assigned to the Pull- 
man Manufacturing Company, Roches- 
ter, New York. In a sash balance there 
is the combination, with a _ face-plate 
having rearwardly-projecting _ lateral 
ears, a pulley-casing mounted between 
the ears, a pulley located within the pul- 
ley-casing and having a lateral web-por- 
tion and a rim, and a coiled spring in- 
closed within the pulley and connected 
thereto at its outer end, of a pivot-mem- 
ber extending through said ears, pulley-casing and 
pulley, and comprising pintles seated in the ears, and 
a central enlarged portion constituting an anchorage 
for the inner- end of the spring, one of the pintles 
forming a bearing for the web-portion of the pulley, 
the other pintle having a non-circular portion, and the 
pulley-casing having a non-circular opening embrac- 
ing the non-circular portion and preventing rotation 
of the pivot-member.

If these cuts were bold and black, 
indicating heaviness and weight, they would convey an 
impression which would not accurately describe this 
kind of ware. As it is, these cuts accomplish their 





purpose and as newspaper cuts for this sort of adver- 
tising it is to be doubted whether they could be im- 
proved on. 


The type above the cuts, which announces a display 
of this ware and the bold type in which the price is 
stated underneath the ware, form effective contrast. 
Below the price figures, a comparison is made with a 
ware which is a rival of aluminum and the articles 
that go to make up the set which is featured are all 
enumerated. The advertisement has unity; it masses 
all the important information about one special item of 
merchandise and it does not make any break away 
from that subject. 

This company are direct importers of this ware and 
job it extensively. No mention of this is made in this 
retail announcement though possibly this is one reason 
why they are enabled to quote such prices. 

Perhaps the only adverse criticism to be made is 
that the location of the George H. Bowman Company 
for this aluminum ware sale is in Cleveland, Ohio, and 
the location is not stated in the advertisement. The 
newspaper in which the advertisement is run goes out 
into considerable territory where the newspapers of 
other cities enter and under such conditions if the 
name of the city in which the advertiser is located is 
specifically stated it would be a help to some prospec- 
tive customers.

space in the Olean Evening Times of November 24th. 
The article called to the reader’s attention is a certain 
kind of roofing. Another line gives a suggestion that 
the cold weather is coming and that the reader had 
better act before it is too late. A better effect would 
have been obtained if the third and fourth lines were 
interchanged. This because the phrase “The very 
best roofing” applies in a more direct sense to the 
article being advertised than does the sentence which 
suggests an immediate action, i. e.: “Better fix up 
before it gets too cold.” The prices at which the mate- 
rial is sold are evidently lower than the regular price. 











This is inferred from the size of type used and the 
prominence given to them. 

While a certain individuality is shown by the leav- 
ing off of the word “Store” in the name of the firm, 
it approaches too much an extreme. However, this 
bears little connection with the selling qualities of 
the advertisement. The balance in type could not be 
improved upon and this is a style of advertising that 
any hardware dealer handling articles in this class 
would do well to copy. 

“Make your advertising tell what you want to say in 
as few words as possible.” The writer of the adver- 
tisement here described evidently appreciates the 
value of that sentence.

The next informa- 
tion naturally expected is that which will tell where 
the stove can be purchased locally and this informa- 
tion is .supplied.

TWO CLEVER CIRCULARS. 





The association of ‘ ‘Holiday Greetings” and ‘ ‘Christ- 
mas Offerings,” in a headline is unique. These have 
been used together in an advertising circular of the 
Sedlacek Hardware Company, Bremen, Kansas, size 
13 by 20 inches. Some advertising experts may con- 
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tend that the two phrases should not be used in con- 
junction with each other. However, the effect is 
good and serves the purpose that was intended, i. e., 
to catch the eye and demand attention. 

Since the circular deals chiefly with furniture, with 
some cutlery and hardware, it is not reproduced. 
Nevertheless, the whole layout is excellent, there be- 
ing about an equal amount and an even balance of 
black and white. 


A striking example of a catchy, convincing sen- 
tence appears near the bottom of the circular and 


“All we ask of you is to let us prove that if it

reads, 
is hardware—we sell it for less.”’ 
but what this expression in itself. brought as many 
customers into the store as the combined effect of the 
remaining sections of the circular. Another strong 
selling point lies in the assertion that railroad fares 
will be rebated to out-of-town purchasers. 

The man who discovers a word that will prove a 
worthy substitute for the words “Xmas,” “Yuletide,” 


“Holiday,” etc., will be accorded the applause of a 
genius. Since, as yet, there is nothing to take the 


place of these time-worn nouns the advertisement that 
has them cannot be improved upon in that department. 
The Sedlacek Hardware Company has issued another 
circular, size 15 by 24 inches, which would be repro- 
duced if it were not for the fact that it deals almost 
entirely with furniture. Under the heading of “Yule- 
tide Suggestions” are displayed several excellent cuts. 
A one-sided effect could be improved upon by a better 
placing of the cut and by running the name of the 
firm across the full width of the advertisement. A 
subhead, “Holiday Specials for December,” indicates 
clearly that a circular is issued each month, hence the 
reader's mind is affected in such a way that he will 
expect and look for the next circular advertisement 
at the proper time.

DISPUTE ARISES ON COAL VS. GAS. 

The merits of two different methods of producing 
warm air for house heating purposes are having full 
discussion in England among English magazines. 
Those who are interested along these lines in the 
United States will find the discussion useful in con- 
nection with developments in this country. 

Battling against each other with arguments hot and 
numerous, the experts on coal fire and the experts on 
gas fire are deep in controversy. It started in the 
London Coal Exchange. A “Society of Coal Mer- 
chants” claims a good house coal fire is three times as 
cheap as a gas fire. The Journal of Gas Lighting 
comes back with statements and figures heaving attack 
on the coal-fire argument. A complete reading cf 
the case on both sides shows a clash which is prob- 
ably only a beginning. Here is the London Coal Ex- 
change statement: 

“A good house coal fire for a week costs about 2s. 
A similar gas fire costs 6/6 at the gas companies’ own 
estimate, which is certainly not over the mark. 

“A coal fire is a fine natural ventilator. With a 
gas stove each burner necessitates the addition of an 
extra 405 cubic feet of air per hour to a room to 
ensure proper ventilation and cannot itself provide 
such addition, and that is why, unless you keep your 
windows open, the air of a room soon becomes un- 
healthy. 

“A coal fire improves the atmosphere of a room, 
but a gas stove vitiates it. At the Sanitary Congress 
Sir W. H. Preece said: ‘Gas when burned in a bed 
chamber is as injurious as bad water and bad smells.’ 
Many medical men will not tréat bronchial cases if 
the patient employs a gas stove. Further, it is prob- 
able that the bad air caused by gas stoves leads to 
many cases of bronchial trouble by affecting the lungs. 
The average heat produced by a gas fire does not come 
within roo deg. F. of that from a coal fire. Of the 
heat produced 25 per cent more is available as radi- 
ant (the heat which counts) with coal than is the 
case with gas. Further, heat from a coal fire moves 
round obstacles easier than is the case with the gas 
heat. Gas heat largely remains local, viz., in the 
immediate vicinity of the stove. 

“Cases of gas poisoning occur very frequently in 
London alone. Gas exhales many noxious fumes, and 
of these the worst, carbon monoxide, is without smell 
and 1 per cent of it may prove fatal. Geysers are 
deadly in this respect, while in an ordinary gas stove, 
if its apertures become partly choked, these fumes 
escape into the room. 

“How pleasant is the open coal fire! How apolo- 
getic the gas stove! The sulphuric acid from gas 
rots your paint, spoils your picture frames and wires, 
dirties the frieze and ceiling of your room and kills 
your plants. Piano manufacturers also declare it 
injures a good piano to use gas in the same room. 





“The only excuse for gas stoves exists in the few 
rare cases where it is impossible to employ a coal 
fire.” 

GAS FIRE IS DEFENDED. 


The foregoing statement is answered in the Journal 
of Gas Lighting with direct challenge of all points 
involved. The gas-fire advocate proceeds this way: 

“In the first place, it is stated that the cost of a 
good house coal fire for a week is about 2s. while a 
‘similar’ gas fire costs 6s. 6d. It is an immense moa- 
ern gas fire, with high-priced gas, that would cost 
anything like that in the time that a fire is required 
in any room during a week. No particulars, relative 
or otherwise, are given; so that it is impossible to 
discuss here the point of cost. As we pass down the 
circular, the allegations against the gas fire get worse. 
Ventilation is next dealt with; and the coal fire is 
described as a ‘fine national ventilator.’ On the other 
hand, it is declared that with a gas stove, each burner 
necessitates the addition of an extra 405 cubic feet of 
air per hour to a room to ensure proper ventilation, 
and cannot itself provide such addition, and that is 
why, unless you keep your windows open, the air of 
a room soon becomes unhealthy.’ Apart from mis- 
statement, this is a very badly constructed passage, 
and ambiguous to the extreme. A coal fire requires 
more air for combustion and ventilation than a gas 
fire; but we did not know that a coal fire could ‘pro- 
vide itself’ with the additional air that it requires, 
while a gas fire could not do so. It is really a phe- 
nomenal, and indeed humorous, state of things that 
is presented by the coal merchants. If a coal fire 
takes up the chimney more air and more products of 
combustion than a gas fire, naturally it draws more 
air out of the room, which elsewhere the coal mer- 
chants profess is a very good thing indeed. 

“About that strange 405 cubic feet extra of air re- 
quired per hour by a gas fire, a modern duplex-burner 
gas fire consuming 30 cubic feet of gas the first hour 
would for complete combustion need about 160 cubic 
feet of air, and, when the duplex tap is brought into 
play after the first hour, to reduce the gas consump- 
tion one-half, 80 cubic feet of air would meet require- 
ments. The coal merchants are careful not to say 
what quantity of air is necessary to ensure the com- 
plete combustion of coal. They also make some 
stupid comparisons regarding the change of air in 
rooms. The necessary change is governed not by 
the requirements of either a coal or a gas fire, but 
by the purity of the atmosphere; and the change 
effected by a gas fire may be quite sufficient, while 
that effected by a coal fire may be more than sufficient 
and therefore wasteful. Besides, neither a coal nor 
a gas fire is always in use in a room, so that the ven- 
tilating work is not continuous. Then the merchants 
quote a statement by Dr. W. A. Corfield at a sanitary 
congress in question, nor do they say whether the 
assertion refers to a modern or old type of gas fire. 











It is also stated that many medical men will not treat 
bronchial cases if the patient employs a gas stove. 
We should much like to know the names of the med- 
ical men and we feel extremely sorry for the beggarly 
nature of the case put forward. 

The next statement is really more fit for a comic 
paper than for a circular emanating from a set of 
business men, who, we say deliberately, testify to the 
fact, by taking responsibility for the circular, that 
they do not know much about the matters treated 
upon. The reader of the quaint document is told that 
the average heat produced by a gas-fire does not 
come within 100 degrees Fahr. of that. from a coal- 
fire. Why not? It depends upon both the size and 
the conditions of the respective fires. Furthermore, 
it is said that of the heat produced 25 per cent more 
is available as radiant heat (the heat which counts) 
with coal than is the case with gas. Seeing that the 
radiant heat efficiency of the gas-fire of today’s make 
is from 50 to 55 per cent, and that the maximum 
radiant efficiency is constant, and not intermittent as 
in the case of the coal-fed fire, the argument of the 
coal merchants is rather defective. Another singular 
attribute is conferred, by these scientific coal mer- 
chants, upon the heat from the coal-fire. The circular 
says that the “heat from a coal fire moves round” 
obstacles easier than is the case with gas heat. Gas 
heat largely remains local, viz., in the “immediate 
vicinity of the stove.” Why the heat from a coal-fire 
should have more agility than that from a gas-fire is 
left for explanation to the imagination; but when a 
person believes such nonsense as this, it is time that 
he was taken care of by a benevolent country.

The warm 
air furnace business must keep its lead in the furnace 
field. Co-operation is imperative and those who are 
able to be present will derive much benefit that cannot 
be obtained from any other source. There are several 
important questions to be taken up and a consideration 
of a number of problems to be solved which are of 
vital interest to all concerned.

To lay out a fitting as shown in the accompanying 
drawing first draw the elevation of the large pipe, 
after which draw the outline of the branch to the 
required size and angle. In work of this kind it is 
best to work from center line. Next describe the half 
section “A” and “B” and divide in any number of 
equal spaces. From these points project lines toward 
the miter line 7’-X’ as shown. 

For the branch pattern draw a line at right angles 
to the branch and then take the stretchout and place 
it on this line according to the circumference of the 
pipe. Next divide this line or stretchout in twice as 
many equal spaces as you have in half section “A”. 
From these points in the stretchout line project lines 
indefinitely, and then from all points in the miter line 
of branch project points until they reach lines in 
stretchout having the same number as in point 1’-2’-3’, 
etc. When the line is traced through these points 
the pattern for branch is finished. 
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To lay out the pattern for the large pipe, place the 
stretchout below the elevation and then pick the 









points into stretchout, thus intersecting lines having 
the same number, as shown by a’-b’-c

The Eller Manufacturing Company, Canton, Ohio, 
have just completed their new plant in that city and 
have moved in during the week beginning December 
29th. The plant is complete in every detail and it is 
claimed there is not one part of it that could be im- 
proved upon; either in the plan of the building or the 
layout of the machinery. The Eller Manufacturing 
Company state that it is the finest and best equipped 
sheet metal factory in the business.

QUICKER DECISIONS ON PATENTS. 





While inventors and the manufacturers are dis- 
cussing what new legislation would be advisable for 
improving our patent laws, says Albert Scheible, the 
new commissioner of patents recently appointed by 
President Wilson (Thomas Ewing) has quietly been 
effecting various reforms in our patent system by the 
simple application of common sense backed by long 
experience. For example, in formal appeals from the 
board of examiners to the commissioner it has been 
customary for the decisions, even on quite simple mat- 
ters, to be taken under advisement and rendered long 
after the appeal was argued. Consequently, when one 
of the veteran patent attorneys of Chicago pre- 
sented a matter on an appeal to the new commissioner 
last month he was surprised to have the latter insist 
on getting right down to the meat of the question and 
on dictating his decision on the spot. 

Similarly good judgment as well as courage in over- 
riding precedents was shown in the formal decision in 
which the commissioner opened the way for reducing 
the fees risked by those applying for design patents. 
Heretofore we have had the curious situation that the 
government required an initial fee of only $15 for a 
seventeen-year patent on a new device or process, 
while for a fourteen-year patent on an ornamental 
design it required the initial payment of $30. Neither 
fee is returned in case the application is rejected, and 
as it usually requires many times more work to pass 
on the novelty of a structure or process than on that 
of a design,.the law has worked unfairly to those 
originating the latter. Realizing this, the commis- 
sioner has interpreted the statute broadly by ruling 
that any one seeking a design patent may have his 
application examined upon paying only the $10 fee 
required for a three and a half year patent, and that 
after finding his application to be allowable he can 
pay the other $20 and have the patent issued for the 
maximum term of fourteen years. 

Every such departure from the former strict literal 
interpretations ought to count for our inventors and 
manufacturers, and with two improvements started by 
the new commissioner within a few months after his 
appointment his further career will deserve to be 
watched with interest.

Trade Tendencies Up to Going to Press Compiled From Reliable Sources 








STEEL. 

The signs of activity in the steel business are, with 
the new year, encouraging. With the accumulation 
of specifications over the holidays and since the pass- 
ing of the currency bill, there has come a sufficient 
volume to give general business a fresh start. 

The present level of prices is getting much more 
than ordinary attention from those who regularly 
give a good deal of thought and study to steel prices. 
One topic that has come in for a good deal of com- 
ment lately is the so-called “resistance to price de- 
cline.” This has led one authority to compile steel 
prices at high and low points running back to 1897. 
The notable thing that stands out from this compila- 
tion is that the present price level is only about $3 
a ton above the lowest average level in all modern 
steel history, and at a time when wages and commodi- 
ties were considerably cheaper than today and when 
smelted iron ore was available at lower figures. Also, 
the present price level is only about $1 a ton above the 
very low level of two years ago. 

Consideration of these factors leads many to the 
conclusion that a further price decline during the next 
two or three weeks is not probable. An upward turn 
from the present level is rather to be expected and 
would be more in line with all former price move- 
ments than any other kind of a market break. 

Mills take the position that if prices are going lower 
it does no good to sell for forward delivery at the 
present prices; if they are going higher it is bad busi- 
ness to sell at these prices. 

Politics has inevitably been a constant factor, having 
its influence in the situation. In all quarters the senti- 
ment is firm, for example, that a favorable decision 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission in the mat- 
ter of increases in railroad rates would reduce the 
uncertainties now existing. A man in the iron and 
steel trade described as “one of the soundest and best 
judges in that trade,” is anonymously quoted as being 
enthusiastically confident regarding the administration 
in Washington and its policies. “The fundamentals 
have been good,” he says. “I know that, for I know 
the facts and figures and I have been finding the 
pessimists didn’t have them.” 

Nearly all the plants that shut down for the holidays 
are starting up with the first week of the New Year. 
In fact, a number of plants had enough orders on hand 
so that it was necessary for them to resume right after 
Christmas. The American Sheet & Tin Plate Com- 
pany plant at Gary, Indiana, employing 1,500 men, 
opened December 30th after being closed ten days. 
When the men were laid off they were given notice 
that unless orders were received the mill would be idle 
indefinitely. The re-opening of the mill two days 
before New Year’s meant that sufficient orders had 
been received to assure operation of the plant for 
another month. Booking of several substantial orders 
and better conditions all round are reported by the 


Gary plant of the Illinois Steel Company and by the 
American Bridge plant. In Sharon, Pennsylvania, the 
Sharon and Farrell mills opened before New Year’s 
day. 

The end of the year, of course, has its consequences. 
Many buyers want their business entered as of 1914. 
Many mills are closed down for customary renewal 


and repairs. Unfilled orders of the United Steel 


Company on December 31 about equalled those of No- 
vember 30. Shipments and new business, just previ- 
ous to New Year’s day were naturally at the lowest 
in many months. A normal recovery from this is of 
course on the way. 


METAL. 

A sudden change in sentiment, so pronounced that 
some are calling it a “wave of optimism,” swept over 
the trade a week ago. Advances were caused by 
heavy buying from large consumers for prompt and 
futures up to April. On Saturday, a day when on 
account of the closed foreign market, there is little 
doing, this movement, entirely an American one, took 
place. London opened on Monday to find prices had 
advanced here %2c on tin, %c on copper, %c to 4c 
on spelter. 

St. Louis reports are that buyers are taking a sud- 
denly keener interest in the spelter market and in 
their eagerness to secure supplies are bidding prices 
up on each other. The forward deliveries especially 
are sought and premiums over present prices are 
offered for the distant months. A hopeful outlook 
marks these transactions in St. Louis and a business 
boom soon after the New Year is predicted on all 
sides among buyers and sellers of spelter. The 
anxiety to stock up is said to have as its foundation 
this belief in improved business conditions. Price 
changes in lead reported for this week are:

COPPER. 

Domestic buyers began coming into the market 
early this week and the advance in prices is due 
almost entirely to their purchases. It is the heaviest 
buying in which they have indulged since last August. 
The total of sales during Christmas week was ap- 
proximately 100,000,000 pounds and from the sell- 
ers’ standpoint it was the best week of the year. On 
the two days following Christmas day it is estimated 
that between 35,000,000 and 40,000,000 pounds were 
sold in this market. So tremendous an amount of 
business at the end of the week and during the holi- 
days, in which normally there is no much activity, is 
not readily explained. Brass and copper mills have 
shown no special increases in operation. The expecta- 
tions of better business are to be realized, they say, 
after the turn of the year. The price change reported 
for this week:

The market report of Rogers, Brown & Company 
for January 3, says: 

The close of the year industrially takes place without 
hilarity or ceremony. The dullness of the iron trade during 
the last few weeks is still paramount and the passing of a 
year, remarkable in many ways, is quietly and unostentatiously 
accomplished. : j 

Conditions in the trade today are far different from those 
a year ago. Then all were looking forward confidently to 
1913 and there was nothing to disturb the contemplation. 
Business was never better than in the closing weeks of 1912. 
There was no such thing as lack of employment, mills were 
booked far ahead, and it was difficult to see the probability of 
the occurrence of any disturbing influence in American in- 
dustry. Then blast furnaces were eager to cover their ore 
requirements for the year and an immense amount of ore 
had been sold for 1913 consumption. 

Today is the antithesis. Conditions in the iron trade, while 

quiet, have great potential possibilities, gveater perhaps than 
ever before. Within recent memory there has never been a 
time when stocks of raw material and stecks of pig iron on 
the furnace yards were as low as they are at present and iron 
on hand with consumers as scarce as now—almost a house- 
cleaning situation so far as it is possible to have one. 
_ There is little improvement in the sentiment in the Eastern 
iron and steel territory, and locally some good inquiries are 
still pending. The whole feeling seems to be that many judge 
the bottom has been reached, but no one will back his senti- 
ment by purchasing accordingly. That it is the year’s end 
and the beginning of a new calendar and industrial year will 
have less sentimental and practical influence than ever be- 
fore. 

1913 was an interesting twelve months. Generally speak- 
ing, there has been more business done this year and at a 
smaller profit than ever before. Jn the iron trade, however, 
the actual business done has been less by probably twenty 
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per cent, this due to the almost total absence of buying for 
1914 delivery, furnaces facing next year with the most unu- 
sually small per cent of business on their books. The pro- 
duction of pig iron during 1913 will be something over 30% 
million tons, and with one or two slight pauses has been 
steadily declining monthly since the first of January, pro- 
duction in January being 2,787,000 tons, or at the rate of 
about 33% million tons annually. There was not much 
change until May, which registered a record production of 
2,816,000 tons for the month. This was at the rate of 33% 
million tons yearly. From this time the decline has been 
rapid and the production in November was the lowest that 
has been registered since February of 1912. 

Pig iron sales up to May kept up the promise of the first 
of the year and the business for the first six months was of 
splendid volume, but indications pointed to a decline, which 
has been steadily registered since that time both in price and 
tonnage. The scale of prices a year ago was uniformly $4.00 
higher for current shipment on both Northern and Southern 
iron than what it is today. Likewise in coke the price on 
furnace fuel a year ago was about $2.50 higher and on foun- 
dry coke about $2.00 higher than exists teday. 

In January Southern iron was worth $17.25 at Cincinnati, 
with Northern iron registering $18.20. During February 
there was a reduction in Southern iron of 50c; in March a 
reduction of another quarter. By the last of April $15.25 was 
minimum. The latter part of June had seen this reduced 
another dollar. July and August saw a slight advange, due t 
the strongly entrenched condition of the Southern furnaces, 
reduction of output and the marked reduction of furnace 
stocks. In September there was an advance of 25c a ton reg- 
istered and this served to hold the Southern market until 
November, when it dropped again and as soon recovered, so 
that a month ago Southern iron was quoted minimum at 
$14.25 to $14.75 Cincinnati. At the present time $14.25 Cin- 
cinnati is the ruling price on Southern No. 2. 

Northern has seen the same steady <lecline, without, how- 
ever, any recoveries as noted in the case of Southern iron. 
Since July and during July, August, September and October 
there was practically no change in the price of Northern, 
although the Southern irons recovered slightly and the first 
of December saw Northern iron quoted at $14.70 to $15.20 
at Cincinnati, and today $14.20 to $14.70 is the ruling price. 

The year ends with a growing sentiment of improvement. 
Railroads are displaying more confidence in the future and 
placing orders for material which has been held back for 
various reasons. The currency law finally adjusted and out 
of the way, the horizon has a fair aspect. It is to be hoped 
that the last twelve months with their period of reorganiza- 
tion and adjustment, the changes that have taken place and 
are taking place, will act as stepping-stones to greater things 
and will but further even larger developments in manufac- 
ture and commerce than have been recorded. 

The most striking evidence of better things is the amount 
(so small as to be negligible) of iron on furnace vards and 
stocks of pig iron on hand at consumers’ plants. Never be- 
fore, it is believed, have these been at such a low point. This 
means that na one has bought beyond their capacity, business 
having been done from hand to mouth, and there is a clear 
track for the immense productive capacity of the blast fur-, 
naces through the melters and into the finished product dur- 
ing 1914. This is a sure and sound business condition and 
presage of the heaviest kind of buying when once_properly 
started. It is confidently felt that improvement when it 
comes will be of a size hardly yet appreciated, all provided 
no one untoward occasion prevents the natural growth and 
expansion as indicated today. 


Matthew Addy & Company’s market report, January 
3, Says: 

Nineteen thirteen has gone and left behind not a friend 
in the iron trade. It was a hoodoo—a Jonah year from start 
to finish. Its history has not a single redeeming feature. It 
was a year of declining prices, of reduced output and of un- 
certainties caused by a radical change of governmental poli- 
cies. Everything came at once. There is no object in going 
over the long catalogue of the shortcomings of 1915. May 
its history not be repeated. But, we Americans are incurabic 
optimists and we turn hopefully to 1914, crusting in the words 
of Dr. Jchnson that “the deficiencies of the present day wil! 
be supplied by the morrow.” 

There are not lacking signs of an improvement. A buying 
movement is now in progress and it promises to increase in 
volume. As a matter of fact, pig iron is now at such a price 
that it seems impossible for buyers to make a mistake in 
placing orders. Iron can’t go lower without forcing bank- 
ruptcy on nine-tenths of the merchant furnaces of the coun- 
try. Today’s prices are below the cost of production. This 
present buying movement, should ‘t extend, will put some 
backbone into the furnaces and prices with decent and active 
demand should advance. This week the South has sold heav- 
ily and large deals are being negotiated. The North has had 
a fair share. But only an inconsiderable part of the iron 
that will be actually needed has been bought, so there is hope 
in this direction.
